TWO county councillors have 
admitted a string of animal 
health offences in court. 

Councillor Aled Davies admitted six 
offences at Llandrindod Wells Magis¬ 
trates Court yesterday (Wednesday). 

Davies, 53, of Glanogeu, Rhiwlas, Llan- 
silin, and county councillor for Llan- 
rhaeadr-ym-Mochnant and Llansilin, already 
had a caution for similar offences. 

Fellow Conservative Councillor Robert Gwyn- 
for Thomas, 49, of Ponty Pentre Farm, Llansant- 
ffraid, admitted nine charges and asked for 153 
other offences to be taken into account. 

He represents the Llansantffraid ward. 

Davies’s offences included failing to notify the 
death of cattle on his farm and failing to supply 
an up to date register of cattle on his farm. 

Rob Brown, prosecuting for Powys County 
Council, said animal health officers visited 
Davies’s farm following a complaint. Davies was 
unable to produce certain records relating to the 
disposal of fallen animals. A further complaint 
was received saying there were sheep carcasses 
on the land and his sheep were in poor condi¬ 
tion. 

Carcasses 

Officers attended again with a vet and found 
nine sheep carcasses. The officers said they had 
been there for at least two weeks. Huw Williams, 
for Davies, said the sheep carcasses found on 
Davies’s land had been covered by snow drifts 
and could not be seen until the snow cleared. 
Davies refuted they had been there for at least 
two weeks. Mr Williams said Davies blamed an 
act of laziness for failing to notify the death of 
cattle on his farm and said his client had been 
busy. Davies was fined £800 for failing to notify 
the death of cattle with no separate penalty for 
the remaining matters. He was ordered to pay 
a £80 victim surcharge, £180 court charge and 
£1,500 costs. 

Among the offences admitted by Thomas were 
two charges of failing to supply an up to date 
register of cattle and two charges of failing to 
notify the authorities of the birth, movement or 
death of cattle. 

Mr Brown said Thomas had systematically 
failed to maintain animal movement, birth and 
death records and to make the required notifica¬ 
tions on cattle at his farm. 

Mr Brown said in August 2014, 147 cattle 
were presented for routine Bovine TB testing 
and Thomas was unable to account for 77 miss¬ 
ing cows. Animal health officers wanted to in¬ 
spect his records, but Thomas said they were in 
a mess and he was given time to sort them out. 

At the next visit, Thomas admitted there were 
major issues at the farm due to him “sticking his 
head in the sand”. 

He was unable to give details of what had hap¬ 
pened to 84 cattle no longer at the holding and 
said some had been missing for years. 

Magistrates adjourned his case for an all-op¬ 
tions pre-sentence report to be carried out. 

He will appear for sentencing at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday.

GP surgeries are 
facing a crisis, say 
leading doctors 

LEADING Welshpool doctors have 
warned a local healthcare crisis is loom¬ 
ing because a growing number of experi¬ 
enced GPs are retiring or moving away. 

They say the situation means Gov¬ 
ernment plans to move to a seven days 
a week routine GP service are “fanciful 
and unrealistic”. 

The warnings were sounded at a Rural 
Primary Care conference at Gregynog 
Hall, near Newtown. 

The conference hosted a debate on the 
subject of the Government wanting GPs 
to provide a seven days a week set-up. 

Dr Michael Lewis, a Welshpool GR said 
an extended hours routine GP service had 
been piloted in England and abandoned 
by many practices due to insufficient de¬ 
mand. 

He said: “There are not enough doc¬ 
tors or nurses to provide a seven days a 
week routine service, and new staff, such 
as pharmacists, physician associates and 
others, are being brought in to support 
primary care.” 

Montgomeryshire Medical Society 
chairman Dr James Kiel, a Welshpool 
GR said he was also concerned about the 
Government proposals. He said: “There is 
insufficient manpower to cover what we 
do at the moment without thinking about 
delivering a seven days a week routine 
service. To try and expand the service is 
fanciful and unrealistic.”

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Scam victim 
had£20,000 
stolen by pair 

A WOMAN had £20,000 taken from 
her accounts when her bank card was 
stolen after a shopping trip. 

The woman, from Salop Street, 
Oswestry, had been into the town 
centre on Monday last week and had 
withdrawn some cash from a machine 
in Church Street. As she walked up 
her drive she was approached by a 
woman holding a map and asking, in 
a foreign accent, for directions. The 
woman was joined by a man and the 
resident was asked to mark a location 
on the map. 

She was asked to do this inside the 
house, on the kitchen table, out of the 
rain. A West Mercia Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “The victim, who is an 
older resident, believed that nothing 
had been taken. However, on Friday, 
October 9, she discovered that her 
own bank card had been taken and, to 
conceal the theft, had been replaced 
by a card which had been stolen else¬ 
where. 

“The offenders obtained the PIN 
for the card by observing the victim 
at the cash point. The bank confirmed 
that over £20,000 had been with¬ 
drawn from the victim’s accounts by 
fraudulent transactions at various lo¬ 
cations around the UK. Anyone with 
information is asked to contact police 
on 101 quoting incident reference 
0268s of October 5 regarding the card 
theft and 0191s of October 9 regard¬ 
ing the withdrawal of money. 

Company moving 
to new premises 

ONE of Oswestry’s manufacturing 
companies is moving to bigger prem¬ 
ises within the town. 

Guttercrest, which makes alu¬ 
minium rainwater products for the 
construction industry, has bought 
a 40,000 square foot complex on the 
Oswestry Industrial Estate and hopes 
to relocate from its current headquar¬ 
ters on Victoria Road early next year. 

The expansion plans also include 
investing an additional £3 million in 
state-of-the-art manufacturing equip¬ 
ment so that it can further extend its 
product range. 

Guttercrest employs 50 staff and is 
keeping its current premises which 
would now be marketed ‘To Let’. 

Managing director Gary Power said 
the purchase of the 40,000 square feet 
facility, the former Elements Europe 
factory, would allow the company to 
offer its customers an enhanced ser¬ 
vice. 


Road tragedy prompts calls for action 



FRESH calls have been made for 
safety improvements to the A483 
road between Oswestry and 
Welshpool following the tragic 
death of a teenage moped rider. 

Sixteen-year-old Kalun Long¬ 
man from Newtown had been 
riding his prized Aprilia RS50 
moped when he was involved in 
a crash with a transit van on the 
A483 at Llanymynech on Tues¬ 


day morning last week. Residents 
in Llanymynech said they had 
been concerned about the safety 
of the road through the village 
for many years. 

Many have been calling for 
a bypass to be built around the 
village for more than a decade, 
and Councillor Dilys Gaskill, of 
Llanymynech and Pant Parish 
Council, said the tragedy showed 


that an improvement to the road 
was desperately needed. 

Councillor Gaskill said: “There 
have been people killed on this 
road before, but not for a very 
long time. When we have these 
bypass meetings someone always 
says some day someone will be 
killed - and this is what we mean. 

“It does show that the volume 
of traffic coming through and the 


mix of traffic is not suitable for 
the small road through the vil¬ 
lage.” 

Newtown High School, where 
Kalun had been a student, issued 
a statement saying: “Kalun was 
a tour de force, a character who 
filled the room, a source of laugh¬ 
ter and joy. Kalun had his soft 
side too. He was kind, consider¬ 
ate and thoughtful.”

Dave Ellis from Oswestry is living 
off the land as he makes his way to 
Dolgellau by horse and cart. 

Mr Ellis, 65, is relying on his knowledge 
of edible plant life to survive during the 
trip, which he is making with his faithful 
horse Coby Lad. 

He set off on Friday last week and is 
accompanied by a support crew who will 
make sure he sticks to his all-natural diet 
and record some of his meals for a DVD. 

The unusual fundraiser is in memory 
of his wife Chris, who died from cancer on 
New Year’s Eve 2013. 

She was first diagnosed with breast can¬ 
cer before it spread into her bones, and she 
was nursed at home by Mr Ellis and their 
four sons, Lee, Darren, Ben and Sam, be¬ 
fore she passed away. 

All the sponsorship money Mr Ellis raises 
will be given to Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital’s Bone Cancer Centre Appeal. 

“I’m going to be living in my bowtop cart 
and surviving entirely off the land,” said 
Mr Ellis, who is now retired but previously 
ran the Beaverz Ally Reclamation Yard 
in Froncysyllte, near Chirk, which is now 
managed by his son Ben. 

“I’ll be eating nettles, dandelions, haw¬ 
thorns, maybe a few fish if I can catch them. 

“I know quite a bit about what you can 
and can’t eat and I’ll be trying quite a few 
new recipes such as nettle root coffee.”

Alert is raised 
over phone scam 

POLICE are warning people to stay 
alert for phone scammers after two 
suspicious calls were received by fam¬ 
ilies over the weekend. 

A resident of St Martins, near 
Oswestry, received three unsolicited 
phone calls on Saturday to inform him 
that his bank had overcharged his ac¬ 
count and now owed him £3,000. 

The caller told him that to recover 
the debt a solicitor’s fee of £300 would 
be required. No bank details were re¬ 
quested but he was told a payment 
should be made out on a Post Office 
Moneygram and would be collected by 
an agent to ensure an instant transfer 
of £3,000 to his account. 

The callers had what were de¬ 
scribed as Indian or Pakistani accents 
and already possessed some details 
including date of birth, address and 
phone number. 

Between Thursday and Saturday a 
family in Shrewsbury received sim¬ 
ilar calls. The accents of the callers 
were also described as Indian but the 
names given were common in the UK. 

Number change 
for doctor service 

THE telephone number for Shrop¬ 
shire’s out-of-hours GP service has 
changed because of a rising cost of 
landline calls. 

The Shropdoc number has changed 
to 0333 222 66 55. 

The move comes after regulation 
changes by Ofcom regarding the use 
of 08 numbers and the rise in cost of 
calls from landlines. 

Ian Winstanley, Shropdoc chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “Up to now the tariff we 
have used for the out of hours number 
is one pence per minute from BT land¬ 
lines but with the new regulations the 
telephone providers could charge sig¬ 
nificantly more, up to 15p per minute 
on some networks. 

“It is unacceptable that some of our 
patients would be forced to pay 15p 
per minute while making an essential 
phone call to our advisors and doctors 
so we decided to take immediate ac¬ 
tion.” 

Inquest told of worries 

A PUB landlord hanged himself over 
money worries, an inquest was told. 

Roderick Mark Davies died on June 
19 in Llanforda Woods, Broom Hall, 
Oswestry. He had been the licensee of 
the Butchers Arms in the town. 

Coroner John Ellery said it was be¬ 
lieved Mr Davies had money worries. 
His death was recorded as suicide.

Council 'not at fault' over 
how it dealt wth Aldi bid

SHROPSHIRE Council was not at fault in the way it approved the 
planning application for a new supermarket in Oswestry, an investi¬ 
gator for the Local Government Ombudsman’s office has ruled. 

The Oswestry Campaign for the Protection of Rural England (CPRE) had 
complained to the ombudsman over the decision to allow the Aldi on Shrews¬ 
bury Road to go ahead as the plans involved the demolition of the town’s histor¬ 
ic Gate House tollhouse. 

But investigator Claire Mead said that while Shropshire Council’s rules could have 

- been written more clearly, the council and 

“ its planning officers had followed proper 

procedures. 

Ms Mead found that the planning appli¬ 
cation was not “called in” by local coun¬ 
cillors for determination by the planning 
committee, so officers granted planning 
permission under delegated powers. 

She also found that the council was not 
at fault for granting permission while ap¬ 
peals were taking place in relation to the 
listing of the Gate House. 

And she ruled that the wording of the 
council’s rules regarding “complex or major 
applications” allowed for the planning of¬ 
ficers to decide on the Aldi application. 

Charles Green, joint chairman of 
Oswestry CPRE, said: “Whilst recognising 
the LGO’s ruling, we remain astonished 
that the council’s rules allow such an im¬ 
portant decision to be made in private by 
officers rather than going to committee. 

“In this case we are also dumbfounded 
that officers should have seen fit actually 
to use this ambiguous rule, which denied 
the public any access to the making of the 
decision. 

“We also remain saddened by the wanton 
destruction of the old tollhouse, which did 
have considerable historical significance 
both internally and externally. 

“There is also the inevitable damaging 
loss of footfall in the town centre that a 
big out-of-centre supermarket will mean, 
which can only be made worse now that the 
Lidl development on the nearby JT Hughes 
site has also been approved by officers in 
private. And if the Morrisons development 
on the Smithfield site just along the road 
ever goes ahead the town centre will be 
decimated.” 

Oswestry and District Civic Society had 
also complained to the LGO that officers 
had not properly accounted for the local 
distinctiveness of the tollhouse but a differ¬ 
ent investigator ruled that the council was 
not at fault and that a group such as the 
civic society could not have perceived an in¬ 
justice because each individual had to show 
they were directly affected by any fault. 


Man 'drove 
erratically' 
before crash 

AN ELDERLY man was seen driving errat¬ 
ically moments before the collision that led 
to his death, an inquest was told. 

Kenneth Towers died on June 22 at Royal 
Stoke University Hospital, the day after his 
car went on to the wrong side of the road 
where it collided with a black Mercedes. 

The 85-year-old was seen driving errat¬ 
ically from his home in Llanyblodwel near 
Oswestry towards Llansantffraid along the 
A495 before stopping at a Murco petrol sta¬ 
tion and then heading back in the direction 
he had come from. 

It was on this return drive that the Rover 
he was driving went into the opposite lane. 

Pc Alex Saxton, from West Mercia Police, 
told the inquest at Shirehall in Shrewsbury 
there were no clear medical reasons to ex¬ 
plain Mr Towers’s behaviour. 

Collision investigator Pc Ian Edwards 
said he attended the scene soon after the 
accident. He said: “We look at all the condi¬ 
tions that could have caused the collisions 
- those are speed, alcohol, the road surface 
and the weather conditions. 

“With all those ruled out, it leads us to 
look at the driver.” 

Pc Edwards said he was unable to cate¬ 
gorically say what caused Mr Towers’s driv¬ 
ing to be erratic. He also told the hearing 
it was believed Mr Towers may have had a 
minor accident or near miss earlier in the 
journey. 

Mr Towers’s death was recorded as one 
of multiple injuries caused by a road traffic 
collision.

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
will appear on an episode of The Gadget 
Show on Channel 5, to discuss the lack of 
signal. Mr George said residents have con¬ 
tacted him about the issue and he plans to 
meet with EE and 3 in mid-November for 
talks. 

He said he was still waiting for a re¬ 
sponse from Vodafone and 02. 

It comes after North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson accused mobile phones 
bosses of putting lives at risk by not im¬ 
proving reception in rural parts of the 
county. 

Mr George said: “I was contacted by the 
Gadget Show for a feature they want to do 
about the issue of phone signal in New¬ 
town. 

“Many areas of Mid Wales have poor sig¬ 
nal and for most of those areas it has al¬ 
ways been very poor. 

“But in Newtown there was once very 
good signal, but it is is getting progressively 
worse as mobile phone providers decide to 
share masts. 

“People bombard me at the moment with 
the issue, it really is something that is an¬ 
gering the town’s residents. 

“Last Saturday I had more messages 
than I have ever had in one day before and 
they were all about this issue. Something 
has to change.

Mr Davies said: “There has been a long 
and expensive £2 million process to decide 
what to do now. 

“I’m told that initially, it was decided 
that both hospitals would remain - the 
Royal Shrewsbury becoming the ‘emer¬ 
gency’ centre while the Princess Royal 
would become the advanced treatment and 
diagnostic centre. 

“And that the Women’s and Children’s 
Hospital should be moved to Shrewsbury. 

“Anyway, no decision was taken - de¬ 
ferred now until next summer. 

“I don’t know where we go from here. 
The current position is unsustainable. 

“It was always going to be a tough call, 
followed by a massive public row. That’s 
why £2 million was spent preparing for it. 

“At present, the dust is settling and 
maybe the fog will lift in a few weeks to 
show us a way forward. But it looks a mon¬ 
umental shambles at the moment.” 

Mr Davies’s concerns were shared by 
Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczynski who 
last week wrote to Health Secretary Jer¬ 
emy Hunt to press concerns A&E could be 
moved to Telford “by stealth” this winter 
because of increased demand and staff 
shortages. 

The preferred option was to build a new 
emergency centre to house A&E on a single 
site, on green land somewhere in between 
the two existing hospitals. 

But it had to be ruled out after the 
£500 million-plus costs of such a facility 
were deemed to be unaffordable, leaving a 
straight choice between Princess Royal or 
Royal Shrewsbury for the new single A&E. 

David Evans, of Telford Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, and Brigid Stacey, of Shrop¬ 
shire CCG, have said it was unlikely that a 
strategic outline case would have been ap¬ 
proved by central bodies like NHS England, 
the Trust Development Authority and the 
Treasury. It was therefore agreed to defer 
a decision on naming a preferred option for 
transforming NHS services in the region.

“They went to the aid of a gentleman who 
had an some kind of seizure and had bitten 
his tongue. 

“When the woman said she couldn’t find 
a pulse Christopher immediately ripped 
open the man’s shirt in readiness for car¬ 
rying out CPR. Then she found the pulse 
and Christopher went and found the oxy¬ 
gen in the cabin, put him in the recovery 
position and helped to look after him until 
we landed.” 

“I am extremely proud of how calm he 
was,” Mrs Catt said.

It’s high time the bosses at 
Morrisons came clean about 
just what is happening with the 
planned new superstore on the 
outskirts of Oswestry. The re¬ 
tail giants should have built the 
new store by now as part of 
the £45million Smithfield live¬ 
stock market site redevelopment 
scheme which should also in¬ 
clude a a Cineworld cinema and 
restaurants. But Morrisons are 
refusing to confirm or deny rea¬ 
sons why work has not started 
leaving the situation in a state of 
limbo and the site fenced off with 
no sign of the bulldozers moving 
in. 

It really is a sorry state of af¬ 
fairs and could have far reaching 
repercussions for Oswestry with 
so much depending on the de¬ 
velopment taking place. What 
surprises me most is that neither 
Shropshire Council nor Oswestry 
Town Council seem to be kick¬ 
ing up much of a fuss about the 
situation. Do they have too much 
to lose by rocking the boat? It’s 
time we got some answers and 
the truth about why the works 
are on hold. The whole area is 
starting to become an eyesore 
and gives a really bad impres¬ 
sion for visitors to Oswestry. 

Don’t get too excited about 
this week’s news that Shrop¬ 
shire’s economy outpaced those 
of Birmingham, Coventry and the 
Black Country during the second 
quarter of the year. Because we 
may have had the good times. 
Shropshire was named the 
fourth fastest growing area of the 
West Midlands. But, the pace of 
growth slowed when compared 
with the first quarter, mirroring 
recent data from Shropshire 
Chamber of Commerce’s quar¬ 
terly economic survey which 
suggested that economic growth 
was levelling off. The quarterly 
regional growth tracker from the 
Royal Bank of Scotland high¬ 
lighted that Shropshire’s econo¬ 
my grew by 2.9 per cent in the 
second quarter, when compared 
with a year before. So it is dis¬ 
appointing to learn that this may 
have just been a blip, particularly 
when inflation, as measured by 
the Consumer Prices Index, fell 
to -0.1 per cent in September. 

I paid another trip to the British 
Ironwork Centre at the weekend 
and have to say how blessed 
we are to have such a brilliant 
facility right on our doorsteps in 
Oswestry - and all free of charge. 
Hundreds of people were enjoy¬ 
ing the autumn sunshine and 
the delights of this remarkable 
venture on the outskirts of the 
town with the chance to see the 
brilliant craftsmanship of the 
ironwork staff and even enjoy 
falconry displays.lt seems some¬ 
thing different has happened 
every time you visit. 

So it’s hard to think that plan¬ 
ners even conceived running 
National Grid pylons through the 
middle of this beautiful venue.

We are placed at an enormous 
competitive disadvantage in 
North Shropshire by the lack of 
efficient broadband and mobile 
telephone coverage. 

It is impossible to maintain a 
signal between the five market 
towns on any network. 

Improving this is key to the 
majority of local people who 
rely on mobile telephones and 
the internet. Residents travelling 
between towns should not have 
to put up with being cut off. The 
safety of my constituents should 
not be compromised by the in¬ 
ability to call for the police, fire 
service or an ambulance in an 
emergency. 

I strongly believe that nothing 
would have a more spectacular 
effect on the rural economy than 
the rollout of broadband. 

Connecting Shropshire expect 
to have 93 per cent of homes and 
businesses covered by 2018, 92 
per cent of which are expected 
to be at superfast speeds. 

I put improving communica¬ 
tions at the heart of my re-elec¬ 
tion campaign and continue to 
work with the industry, Govern¬ 
ment and Shropshire Council’s 
Connecting Shropshire, to make 
my constituents’ case for im¬ 
proving the actively worsening 
service that we endure on a daily 
basis. 

I organised a meeting in West¬ 
minster this week with repre¬ 
sentatives from BT and Voda¬ 
fone, to establish how the two 
companies can work together 
to improve the speed and qual¬ 
ity of the service. The meeting 
was constructive and we found 
several areas where I could help 
by liaising with Government Min¬ 
isters. 

They were also able to agree 
to try and cooperate on areas, 
such as the siting of masts and 
enhancing of masts, where they 
are not currently working as ef¬ 
ficiently together as they could. 
I am pleased that progress is 
being made and that Vodafone’s 
coverage is expected to be sig¬ 
nificantly better by 2017. It is still 
not good enough that some of 
my constituents suffer no signal 
at all. I would ask anyone in that 
position to contact my office giv¬ 
ing me their postcode so that I 
can put them in touch with BT 
to explore their “Never Say No” 
initiative which aims to provide 
faster broadband to rural com¬ 
munities such as North Shrop¬ 
shire. This initiative hopes to 
help bolster speeds and widen 
coverage by exploring funding 
and technical solutions. 

There is still much to do and 
I will be meeting representatives 
from Connecting Shropshire ear¬ 
ly next year to assess progress 
and discuss what else needs to 
be done to make sure my con¬ 
stituents receive phone and 
broadband communications fit 
for the 21st century.

“We didn’t realise what an attraction 
Ironbridge was until we did this,” Alli¬ 
son said. 

Clive Wilson at Yew Tree House at 
Lower Frankton between Oswestry and 
Ellesmere, had a similar experience of 
being a B&B owner with wife Jo. 

“If you do it properly it’s jolly hard 
work, it’s not all sitting about meeting 
people,” the 64-year-old said. 

“It’s pretty constant - you might get a 
couple of hours in the middle of the day 
to yourself.” 

But after eight years he said it was 
still fun, meeting everyone from knights 
of the realm to truck drivers. 

He said: “It is pretty full on, but I 
used to run three companies and it’s not 
stressful like that. 

“As a business model, to be honest, I 
could make a lot more doing something 
else. 

“You are forever getting money and 
then spending it on ripping out bath¬ 
rooms or buying new bed linen and mat¬ 
tresses. 

“Fortunately, I don’t have to rely on 
this as my sole form of income, though 
it pays for our holidays and means I can 
drink wine in the week. 

“I’m sure you could make a living 
from it, but it would be difficult.

“In fact I’m surprised at how much 
I’ve enjoyed it - though it does help if 
you like people.” 


Buying a B&B business can 
be a costly undertaking, 
but it's also a lot of fun, 
writes THOMAS MORTON 

FOR many it is the idyllic re¬ 
tirement dream - moving to the 
country and opening a nice bed 
and breakfast for a slower pace 
of life. 

But, according to a new report, 
a B&B is among the most costly of 
small businesses to take on 
And Shropshire’s owners agree it’s not 
the ticket to a quick buck or an easy life - 
although they insist it is great fun. 

Insurance figures show that buying a 
B&B is rated as the most expensive type 
of small business to purchase. 

Figures from Direct Line for Business 
insurance show that for every £1 of turn¬ 
over generated, B&Bs have a purchase 
value of £4.49, compared to the average 
of £1.74 for the average UK small firm. 

Those figures take into account the 
cost of buying a property to set up as a 
B&B, although as Jan and Fred Price 
point out, that investment usually also 
provides a home for the business owners. 

The retired couple bought Nelson Cot¬ 
tage Bed and Breakfast in Rocks Green 
on the outskirts of Ludlow five years ago. 

Jen said: “We used to have a shop, a 
convenience store in Herefordshire, but 
we sold that and Fred took early retire¬ 
ment. 

“But after a while Fred was climbing 
the walls so we thought we’d look at try¬ 
ing to find a tea room or B&B to run.” 

She said they looked around for busi¬ 
nesses for sale but couldn’t find anything. 

“Then we realised - it’s houses we 
should be looking at,” she said. 

She said Nelson Cottage was run as a 
B&B by the previous owner, but was not 
being sold as a business, just as a house.

While the owner could show them busi¬ 
ness figures, it was only the property 
they were buying, she said, which left 
them with the freedom to keep run¬ 
ning it as a business or simply use it as 
a family home - and it was a purchase 
they didn’t regret. 

She said: “It was perfect. 

“We bought it and two weeks later 
there was the Medieval Fair at Ludlow 
Castle and it’s been chock-a-block ever 
since.” 

The couple are now looking to sell it 
on again, but in the same fashion - as 
a house, with the option of carrying the 
business on. 

“It’s been great, but Fred had a 
stroke last year and I think it’s a bit of 
a warning that maybe it’s time to slow 
down,” she said. 

At Church Farm B&B in Kember¬ 
ton, Allison Kwiatkowski agreed it was 


strange to view the price of the house as 
part of the business cost as it was also 
the family home. 

In fact that’s all Church Farm was 
until recently when she and husband 
Chris had the the tricky conversation of 
what to do with the five-bedroom house 
now the children had left home. 

The couple had lived there 20 years 
and farmed the land around it. 

Mrs Kwiatkowski said: “My husband 
wanted to downsize as we had too many 
bedrooms and a big garden, but I didn’t. 

“So we decided the house had to pay 
its way.” 

She said Chris, now in his 60s and re¬ 
tired, had run pubs before, while she, in 
her 50s, still worked a secretary for the 
headmaster of Birchfield School, near 
Wolverhampton, but both loved their 
new life as B&B owners. 

She said: “We’re having a blast.

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Mistaken policy on badger control 


DESPITE overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary, our local MPs continue to insist 
that the culling of badgers in selected areas 
is an effective “solution” to the persistent 
and rising problem of bovine TB in our cat¬ 
tle herds. 

It is not surprising that both the public 
and many farmers are confused by the cur¬ 
rent situation. 

Conflicting anecdotal evidence continues 
to cloud an already unsatisfactory debate 
and a mistaken policy. 

The overwhelming scientific evidence 
over the past 100 plus years is that if you 
try to eliminate a small section of any es¬ 


tablished population of animals within an 
ecosystem, they will migrate and multiply 
at a greater rate than normal to compen¬ 
sate. 

In the badgers’ case, this was interpreted 
by Owen Paterson MP as “the badgers have 
moved the goalposts”, as the incidence of 
TB continues to rise in many areas. 

The evidence from other countries’ expe¬ 
rience is that we are dealing with a complex 
system that needs understanding and a 
multi-strand, long term strategy to resolve. 

We would suggest that the following 
needs to be combined and introduced on 
a national scale: halt the badger cull; vac¬ 


cinate cattle and badgers; impose much 
stricter controls on cattle movements and if 
farmers continue to rely on maize silage as 
a winter feed, it needs to be supplemented 
with mineral licks that are available for 
both cattle and badgers (maize is known to 
be low in many minerals, notably selenium, 
that are important in maintaining the im¬ 
mune systems in both cattle and badgers). 

We also need to review the modern breed¬ 
ing and management methods in dairy 
herds to establish whether these are exac¬ 
erbating the problem.

I AM horrified to learn that whilst the 
Government is cutting subsidies for gen¬ 
uinely low carbon onshore wind and solar 
power they are likely to be giving the Drax 
Power Station nearly £2 million in sub¬ 
sidies every single day for their coal and 
wood-burning power station.

Number of complaints 
about police decreasing

COMPLAINTS against police in 
Mid Wales have fallen by almost 
a fifth in the last year. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said complaints 
against the force were down 18 per 
cent year on year, but the number of 
appeals made by dissatisfied complain¬ 
ants was 99 - a nine per cent increase. 

The force upheld 18 per cent of the com¬ 
plaints made against it and 15 per cent 
of its investigation appeals in the year 
2014/15. 

The force’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Christopher Salmon said he works 
with members of the public to ensure the 
complaints process is satisfactory. 

He said: “It is vital for the public that the 
police complaints process around England 
and Wales is simplified and made more 
transparent. 

“I’m happy that, in Dyfed-Powys, our 
Public Service Bureau listens to public dis¬ 
satisfaction and cuts through the bureau¬ 
cracy to get quick responses. 

“Our Residents Panel, meanwhile, sees 
volunteer members of the public scrutinise 
the complaints process and recommend im¬ 
provements. It has already delivered strong 
results.” 

The total number of complaints for Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police was 268, the statistics 
showed. 

The force investigated 52 per cent of 
cases and 15 per cent were dealt with 
through the local resolution process 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission upheld eight of the nine com¬ 
plaints it looked at in Dyfed-Powys. 

On average, it took 144 days for Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police to resolve a complaint.

AN Oswestry musician who saw his 
1970s rock album changing hands for 
more than £100 a piece last month 
has died aged 64. 

Barry Jones, formerly of Llwyn 
Fields, Oswestry, had been in poor 
health for many years, and died in his 
sleep at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal on October 4. 

Close friend Gareth Griffiths 
said there would be many people in 
Oswestry who remembered Mr Jones 
during his musical heyday. 

He said: “There will be a great 
many people in the town and around 
the county who will remember Barry 
as he once was. I am so pleased we 
were able to bring him news in time of 
his old band’s growing iconic status. 
He was amazed and delighted.” 

Before retiring, Mr Jones had 
worked at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

Mr Jones was a former student of 
Oswestry Boys Modern School, and 
Oswestry College of Further Edu¬ 
cation. Mr Jones’s involvement in 
the music industry began when he 
worked on the graphics for the Bea¬ 
tles’ film Yellow Submarine after he 
graduated in art in London. 

He was the founder and vocalist of 
the band, La La Lapla, which released 
the album Seathrough in March 1979. 
All nine tracks on the record came 
from his pen except for one written 
by Ellesmere guitarist Bruce Drum¬ 
mond. 

Other band members included key¬ 
board player Colin Jarman, also from 
Oswestry, bassist Roger Gerrard and 
drummer Paul Houldey. 

Copies of Seathrough are now re¬ 
garded as highly collectible rarities 
and are regularly appearing online 
with prices soaring as high as £110.

Heritage railways are good for business

Long term plans 
envisage a community railway between 
Gobowen and Oswestry, with a heritage 
operation onward to Pant. 

Medium term, an extension from 
Oswestry south to Weston will provide a 
better visitor experience and link to other

Businesses told of 
rate relief scheme 

SHOPS and food and drink premises 
in Mid Wales are being urged to ap¬ 
ply for a discount that could cut their 
business rates by up to £1,500 for this 
financial year. 

The Wales Retail Relief Scheme will 
provide the discount to all qualifying 
retail premises with a rateable value 
of less than £50,000. 

Grant funding of £848,000 has been 
made available to award to Powys re¬ 
tailers this financial year, and to date 
Powys County Council has awarded 
£550,000 to 450 Powys businesses, 
with a further £300,000 yet to be 
claimed.

Sales slowdown is 
reported by firms 

FEWER businesses in Mid Wales are 
reporting an increase in domestic 
sales - but business leaders say the 
economic picture remains bright. 

The South and Mid Wales Chamber 
of Commerce said that only 30 per 
cent of businesses in the region have 
reported improving domestic sales, a 
decrease of 3.3 per cent on the second 
quarter of the year. 

But Keith Palmer, chief executive 
officer of the chamber, said businesses 
in the region are still doing well. 

He said: “The fact that there has 
been a slowdown in domestic sales in¬ 
dicates that there has been a slight de¬ 
celeration in economic growth, but an 
increase in domestic and international 
order is hugely positive.” 


Tenants will have to 
pay new service charges

SERVICE charges are being in¬ 
troduced for council tenants 
across Wales from next year, 
Powys County Council has con¬ 
firmed. 

The introduction of the Housing 
(Wales) Act 2014 requires local au¬ 
thorities to introduce service charges 
to tenants who receive additional ser¬ 
vices. 

At the moment, the cost of managing 
and maintaining council housing is spread 
equally across all tenants but from April 
the council will have to separate some of 
these costs and charge them directly to the 
people who use the services. 

Examples of additional services which 
will incur a service charge are cleaning, 
lighting and heating of communal areas, 
the maintenance and servicing of door 
entry systems and grounds maintenance to 
communal gardens. 

The introduction of service charges will 
initially affect tenants and residents living 
in blocks of flats which contain communal 
areas, and occupiers of flats and bungalows 
designated for older people. Service charges 
will only be charged to the tenants who use 
them and some of the charges may be eligi¬ 
ble for housing benefit. Cllr Darren Mayor, 
cabinet member for housing services, said: 
“We are working with our tenants to help 
make these charges fair and as affordable 
as possible. We are holding consultation 
events across Powys this autumn.”

Assembly 'should have 
had say on power bid'

PLANS to build wind farms and 
pylons across Mid Wales should 
have been judged by the Welsh 
Assembly, the First Minister has 
claimed. 

Carwyn Jones said he believes the 
Welsh Assembly should have had the 
final say on plans to build five wind 
farms and a power line across the re¬ 
gion. 

Last month, the Department of Energy 
and Climate Change dismissed appeals for 
planning permission for four wind farms in 
Llanbadarn Fynydd, Llaithddu, Llanbryn- 
mair and Carnedd Wen and an overhead 
power line between Llandinam and Welsh¬ 
pool. 

The move has given hope to campaigners 
that a 33-mile power line from Cefn Coch 
near Llanfair Caereinion and Lower Frank- 
ton near Oswestry will now not be needed 
to be built. 

The line would have been needed to take 
the energy generated by the proposed wind 
farms to the national network. 

Campaigners opposed to the power line, 
the majority of which would have been car¬ 
ried overhead on pylons, say the project 
would have damaged the tourism industry. 

Speaking as he opened a new facility at 
Control Techniques in Newtown, Mr Jones 
said: “It is the UK government’s decision 
and I leave it to them. 

“I think it should have been a Welsh 
Assembly decision, but it was a matter 
for them and they went with what they 
wanted.” 

Mr Jones has been known to be a strong 
supporter of wind energy. 


A TRIO of local artists are the focus 
of a display at Oswestry’s Exhibition 
Centre.

POOR mobile phone signal and 
slow internet speeds have been 
highlighted as two of the things 
residents hate about living in a 
village near Oswestry. 

The parish plan for Whittington was 
sent out by Whittington Parish Coun¬ 
cil to give councillors some ideas to 
work towards over the next 10 years. 

The whole document is 110 pages long 
and is filled with comments from residents 
on their concerns, what they would like to 
see in the village over the next decade, and 
what they already like about the area. 

Safety on the roads emerged as one of the 
main concerns for residents, with examples 
being cited including parking on pavements 
and on bends, HGV traffic, and missing 
footpaths. It was also noted that many 
children don’t walk to the village primary 
school because of perceived safety concerns. 

Other complaints included the amount 
of dog mess left on pavements, the in¬ 
crease in development and congestion in 
recent years, and a lack of parking in the 
village centre near the shop. But residents 
did say they like living in the countryside 
surroundings and that they appreciate the 
local school and the area’s easy access to 
other parts of the country. 

Jill Whitby, who compiled the results for 
the council, said: “Residents have asked 
for safer roads and pavements, a dedicated 
cycle route to Oswestry and a better bus 
service to Gobowen railway station, among 
other things. During the next few months 
the committee will be working through the 
report to formulate the parish plan for the 
next 10 years. 


CHILDREN in a Shropshire village 
are having a ball after a utilities 
company handed over £1,000 to buy 
basketball equipment. 

Severn Trent has recently been 
carrying out work in the area, and as 
a way of thanking residents for their 
patience decided to donated money 
to enhance the local playing field. 


Jacqui Whitehead, from Severn 
Trent, said: “We’re really pleased 
that we can give something back to 
the community in Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

“We understand that our work 
can be an inconvenience to local 
residents and we really appreciate 
everyone’s patience and under¬ 
standing while we were repairing 


water pipes in the area. We knew 
from speaking with the parish coun¬ 
cil that the local school was in need 
of a basketball hoop so we decided to 
donate £1,000 to buy the equipment. 
We like to help out where we can and 
we could see how the nearby Corbet 
School would benefit from the new 
apparatus.” 


Fundingwill 
put 40 more 
ambulances 
on the road 

MORE than 40 new ambulances will 
take to the road in Wales following 
£6.5 milli on funding. 

Welsh Assembly health minister 
Mark Drakeford said the invest¬ 
ment would allow the service to buy 
35 standard ambulances and six 
non-emergency patient transport ve¬ 
hicles to replace older models. 

It has not yet been announced 
where the new ambulances will be 
stationed in the country. 

Mr Drakeford said the new fleet will 
help cut running costs and reduce the 
number of vehicles needing repairs 
and maintenance. 

The service already has more than 
700 vehicles across the country. 

Mr Drakeford said: “The demands 
on our ambulance service grow every 
year and we are determined to invest 
in the service to deliver the best ser¬ 
vice to our patients. 

“This investment will support 
frontline operations by providing the 
latest vehicles and responds to in¬ 
creased numbers of emergency calls 
and a greater need to convey patients 
to hospital. 

“We are continuing to invest in our 
ambulance service to ensure the fleet 
is made up of the most modern and 
reliable vehicles to meet the needs of 
the sick and injured in Wales.” 

It was claimed recently that the 
Wales Ambulance Service is in “des¬ 
perate need of improvement” after 
only reaching 57.6 per cent of Cate¬ 
gory A emergencies in Powys in the 
eight minute target during July. 

Across Wales, just 61.7 per cent of 
calls made it on time, below the 65 per 
cent target. 

Kirsty Williams, leader of the Welsh 
Lib Dems and Brecon and Radnor 
AM, called on something to be done.

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Body defends its opinions 
on plans for county hillforts 


HISTORIC England has defended 
itself against claims of “double 
standards” after giving differing 
advice on two developments near 
historic hill forts. 

The body had been asked to give opin¬ 
ion on applications for development 
near Old Oswestry hillfort and Caer 
Caradoc hillfort, near Church Stretton. 

It objected to the development at Church 
Stretton, but while it initially objected to the 
Oswestry development, it later changed its 
view and gave its approval to the scheme. 

Campaigners protesting against the inclu-

sion of the Old Oswestry site in the SAM- 
Dev plans, which earmark sites for future 
development, claimed the decision was 
“double standards”. 

But Rosie Ryder, spokeswoman for His¬ 
toric England, said its advice had been 
given after careful consideration of the set¬ 
tings of the hillforts. 

She said: “We advised Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil that the proposed development site at 
Caer Caradoc would have an impact on the 
hillfort because it would be visible in longer 
views across the valley and visitors to the 
hillfort would see it as they approach on the 


path from the south. We recommended that 
the council should take those matters into 
account when it determines the application. 

“The Iron Age Old Oswestry hillfort is a 
very important site of national significance 
and we have consistently expressed concern 
over proposed development sites near the 
hil l fort. 

“Following our objections, the proposals 
for two sites nearest to the hillfort were 
dropped from the council’s plan, but a third 
site remains in the plan. Although we have 
negotiated a significant reduction in size of 
the planned land allocation at this site, we 
still have concerns about design and num¬ 
bers of houses.”

Library could 
be turned into 


community hub 


GOBOWEN Library could get a new lease of life as a com¬ 
munity hub. 

Shropshire councillors for the village David Lloyd and 
Rob Macey say they have had detailed talks with a number 
of organisations over the future of the library on St Martins 
Road. 

Councillor Lloyd said: “I am hopeful that, so long as 
there is a financial contribution from some of these organ¬ 
isations, the library will become a centre for the commu¬ 
nity.” 

The councillor said was due to speak to members of Se- 
lattyn and Gobowen Parish Council at a meeting last night 
(Wednesday). 

One opportunity for grants could be the Three Parishes 
Big Local Lottery fund. 

The fund has £1 million of lottery money to spend on 
projects to benefit the people of St Martins, Gobowen and 
Weston Rhyn. 

“The Big Lottery is one avenue that we are exploring,” 
Councillor Lloyd said. 

Councillor Macey said: “We would like to see the library 
develop into a community hub so that it can enjoy a new 
lease of life. 

“It could be used for a host of other things as well as a 
library.” 

The move comes as Shropshire Council’s cabinet was due 
to vote on proposals for a fundamental shake-up in the li¬ 
brary service in the county. 

The cabinet was due to meet yesterday to discuss plans 
to hand 12 libraries, including the one in Gobowen, over to 
the community. The council has warned that the libraries 
must be taken over by community groups or face closure. 


Pensioner banned 
from the road 


A PENSIONER who failed 
to give a breathalyser test 
has been banned from the 
road for 12 months. 

John Price had been 
pulled over by police 
in Llansantffraid, near 
Oswestry, after drinking “a 
couple of pints”. He failed 
a roadside breath test but 
then could not give a suf¬ 
ficient sample to produce 
a reading at the police sta¬ 
tion, Welshpool Magistrates 
Court heard. Price, 67, of 
Vicarage Gardens, Bwlch 
y Cibau, appeared at the 
court on Tuesday, where he 
admitted a charge of failing 
to provide a specimen. 

He was banned from driv¬ 
ing for 12 months and fined 
£110. He was also ordered to 
pay £85 costs, a £150 crimi¬ 
nal court charge and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Helen Tench, prosecut¬ 


ing, said offices pulled Price 
over at 11.20pm on Septem¬ 
ber 27. 

She said: “The officers 
noticed a strong smell of 
alcohol and he was asked 
to provide a sample on the 
breathalyser, where he was 
found to be over the limit. 

“The officers then took 
the defendant to Newtown 
Police Station where they 
asked him to take the test 
on the station machine and 
he didn’t blow at all, falling 
to provide the specimen on 
three occasions he was of¬ 
fered it.” 

Ceri Edwards, for Price, 
said her client had been a 
man of previous good char¬ 
acter and on that evenings 
had been to pay his electric¬ 
ity bill. She said: “He then 
decided to have a couple of 
pints and felt fine to drive 
and was then pulled over.” 


Arrest after crash 


A MAN was arrested after an accident in which a car 
turned on to its side. 

He was caught after a chase on foot near the scene of the 
crash near Oswestry. 

No other vehicles were involved in the accident in Maes- 
bury Marsh on Sunday night. 

The car was severely damaged in the accident but the 
driver managed to get out of the vehicle. 

The drama happened at around 8pm and the man was 
questioned by police. 

Meanwhile, an accident involving a car and a motorbike 
closed the A458 High Street in Welshpool from around 
8pm. 

There were no serious injuries and the road was reo¬ 
pened after 30 minutes.

MASONRY and stonework some¬ 
times does, and sometimes 
doesn’t, go hand in hand with 
wildlife. 

There is much made of trying to 
build eco homes and buildings that 
remain true and faithful to the nat¬ 
ural environment and then of course 
there’s the ugly tower blocks and soar¬ 
ing skyscrapers that can claim to do 
nothing of the sort. 

For me, there’s no shelter half as good 
as blending in with the landscape, visually 
and metaphorically, than a tent - and it was 
one of these I had just packed away into my 
rucksack as I began exploring the ancient 
rainforest of the Guatemalan border region. 

And talk about stonework! 

The forest was alive not just with wildlife, 
but with Mayan ruins too. 

The trees and creepers had almost com¬ 
pletely reclaimed the architecture and for 
once the buildings that I found standing 
before me, looked utterly beautiful. 

What made them more appealing were 
the guardians of the old temples, the giant 
black iguanas. 

These huge lizards with their muscular 
bodies and black and white tails patrolled 
the stones, lazed on the ground and in the 
trees and generally swaggered about the 
place. 

I was desperate for a closer look, but they 
were very difficult to catch; impossible in 
fact for me. 

After a hot and sweaty day, I put my tent 
up in a clearing just as the sun disappeared 
over the rainforest and walked, by torch-

light to join my two friends at a small camp 
fire and ‘bush-kitchen’. 

On the way I managed to drop the torch. 

It clattered to the ground and went dead. 

No amount of cajoling would tempt it 
back to life and I continued with the rather 
dim glow from my mobile phone screen. 

Halfway to the fire I noticed something 
‘run’ across the path in front of me. All I 
could make out was a black and white ‘tail’ 
and hoping it was a young iguana that had 
spent the day eluding me, I grabbed it gen¬ 
tly but firmly and brought my light source 
a little closer. 

The ‘tail’, it turned out, had no end. 

It was a snake and I had misinterpreted 
the light and dark markings of the now-fa- 
miliar iguanas, for the bands of the highly 
venomous coral snake. To say I quickly let 
it go again is an understatement and I was 
lucky not to be bitten. I made sure to bor¬ 
row a proper torch as soon as dinner was 
over. 

We may not have any coral snakes or 
black iguanas here in Shropshire but even 
in October, you can still spot our resident 
lizards. 

Viviparous lizards are reasonably well- 
named. They give birth to live young, which 
is an adaptation to a cool climate, but in¬ 
terestingly some southern populations are 
oviparous and lay eggs. The difference isn’t

quite as big as you may think. When the 
young are born, they are surrounded by 
egg membrane, from which they break free 
after about a day. This is not a true egg, 
but it’s not a million miles away from the 
idea. Intriguingly, individuals from vivip¬ 
arous and oviparous populations may be 
hybridised, but with significant embryonic 


malformation. Perhaps a northern sub spe¬ 
cies will be named in the future because of 
this difficulty in hybridisation? 

Look for our common lizard species on 
warm days this month and again in spring 
on the heaths and lowland bogs of the 
county.

Figures reveal 
the use of air 
weapons in crime 

AIR pistols, ball-bearing and pellet guns were used in 142 
crimes in the West Mercia Police area over the past three 
years, it has been revealed. 

They resulted in injuries to 53 members of the public 
over the same period according to the figures. 

There were a total of 41 crimes committed during the 12 
months up until April, causing 18 injuries. 

The figures are lower than for the neighbouring West 
Midlands force, however, where there were a total of 524 
offences over the past three years, causing a total of 160 
injuries. 

West Mercia Police spokeswoman Sarah-Jane Lynch 
said: “Over the past three years, there have been a num¬ 
ber of incidents involving ball-bearing guns and other air 
weapons, including several incidents in which people have 
been injured. 

“Any air weapon which discharges a certain level of 
power, is classed as a ‘lethal barrelled weapon’ therefore 
dependant on the type and velocity of the BB gun they may 
or not be prohibited. 

“We will continue to investigate, all incidents where 
someone has been injured by an air weapon, and act ac¬ 
cordingly dependant on the type of weapon.” 

The West Mercia figures show a gradual fall in the num¬ 
ber of offences over the past three years. 

In 2012/13 there were a total of 56 offences, 37 involving 
air weapons and 19 involving ball-bearing guns. 

The following year, the number of crimes fell to 45, with 
27 involving air weapons and 18 involving ball-bearing 
guns. Last year there were 30 crimes involving air weap¬ 
ons, and 11 involving ball-bearing guns. 

The number of injuries has been relatively steady over 
the same period, with 18 being injured in 2012/13, 17 in 
2013/14, and 18 in 2014/15. 

No West Mercia Police officers have been injured over 
the past three years, but over the boundary in Staffordshire 
PC Jon King was shot by a gas-powered gun in Rugeley 
last year. 

Under present legislation, the weapons cannot be sold to 
children under the age of 18. 

However, anyone aged 14 or over is allowed to fire one, 
unsupervised, on private land, with the owner’s permis¬ 
sion. 

Only the most powerful air weapons require a firearms 
certificate.

Whiteblade is a short film based 
on the early life of Anglo-Saxon King 
and Saint Oswald, who has links to 
Oswestry. 

The film follows his adventures as he 
comes out of exile to claim the kingdom of 
Northumbria, years before he died in a bat¬ 
tle in Shropshire. 

While residents of Oswestry have been 
aware of the town’s namesake for centuries, 
the film’s creator, Mark Hindman-Smith, 
said he wanted to bring it to a wider au¬ 
dience. 

He said: “Oswald was a real historical 
figure, invading his homeland of Northum¬ 
bria in order to take it back from the tyrant, 
Cadwallon, having been exiled since he was 
a young boy. 

“The film gives a snapshot of this jour¬ 
ney from exile to king, culminating in the 
historic battle of Heavenfield and shows his 
ruthless determination to succeed. 

“The series will tell the tale in more de¬ 
tail and carry on to tell of Oswald’s other 
achievements - the bringing of Christianity 
to Northumbria, rebuilding of York Minster, 
founding of Lindisfarne and the expansion 
of his Kingdom to gain the titles of King in 
the North and eventually King of Briton. 

“Oswald’s death and the legend sur¬ 
rounding it is shrouded in miracles and 
early Christian ‘magic’. 

“His achievements are highlighted by the 
fact that he is the first English saint, even 
though he reigned for only eight years.” 

The name Oswestry is thought to be a 
corruption of ‘Oswald’s Tree’. 

Legend has it that Oswald fought a great 
battle against the pagan King Penda of 
Mercia. 

Oswald was defeated and killed in the 
battle, and Penda, as a warning to others 
who might challenge his rule, dismem¬ 
bered Oswald’s body and hung his limbs 
on the branches of a tree - hence the name

‘Oswalds Tree’. The legend then tells that 
one of his arms was carried to an ash tree 
by a raven, and miracles were subsequently 
attributed to the tree. 

An eagle swooped down and flew off with 
another part of his body, which it dropped, 
and a spring of water bubbled up from the 
spot. 

The spring, just off Maserfield Road, is 
now known as Oswald’s Well. 

Mr Hindman-Smith plays the role of King 
Oswald as well as writing and directing the 
film. 

He said: “I was determined that the 
story of this amazing seventh century king 
should be brought to the public’s attention 
in an entertaining way. 

Reality 

“I’m really excited that the film is now 
a reality. 

“Writing the story has been extremely 
enjoyable, the character is fascinating to 
play and the battle and fight scenes are the 
largest and most ambitious to ever be at¬ 
tempted on a project this size, employing 
over 300 battle crew and involving stunts 
in waterfalls, multiple weapons and oppo¬ 
nents and a never before attempted shield- 
wall jump.” 

The film also stars Anthony Webster as 
King Penda of Mercia and Sha’ori Morris, 
who lives near Shrewsbury, as Eanflaed, 
Princess of Kent, who was kidnapped by 
Penda and later went on to be Queen of 
Northumbria and founded Whitby Abbey. 

Filming wrapped on September 30 and 
the shots are now being edited with a view 
to the finished film being shown at the 
Cannes Film Festival next May. Mr Hind¬ 
man-Smith said: “The short will be shown 
at festivals and pitched at large production 
companies with the view to obtaining a 
budget to make a series, following the whole 
life of this amazing, real life historical fig¬ 
ure, spiced up with a little filmic fantasy.”

HONOURS were even as FC 
Oswestry Town had to settle for 
a 2-2 draw with Mercian Regional 
League premier division leaders 
Allscott at Park Hall.

Quigley at double as 
New Saints go clear

STRIKER Scott Quigley took his tally 
to five goals in two games after his 
brace helped The New Saints tight¬ 
en their grip at the top of the Dafabet 
Welsh Premier. 

After scoring his first senior hat-trick in the 
6-1 romp at Carmarthen Town a few days before, 
the 23-year old front runner again proved too hot 
to handle as the Saints saw off Gap Connah’s 
Quay 2-0 at Park Hall. 

The winger, revelling in a more central role 
with fellow strikers Mike Wilde and Greg Draper 
on the bench, put the Saints on course in the 
ninth minute before sealing the victory 10 min¬ 
utes from time with a cool finish when rounding 
keeper Jon Danby. 

Victory saw the defending champions open 
up a five point lead after chasers Newtown and 
Bala Town were both involved in goalless draws, 
home to Aberystwyth Town and away to Llan¬ 
dudno respectively. 

TNS boss Craig Harrison was full of praise for 
the team, and also striker Quigley who showed 
his growing maturity leading the line, high¬ 
lighted with a well taken second goal to seal the 
victory. 

“The second goal typifies how far Scott has 
come,” he said. “A year ago, he would have lost 
his composure in that position. 

“Although an instinctive finisher, his main 
weakness was when he found himself in time 
and space. But he took the second goal like a real 
mature centre forward.” 

Possession 

Although a tight game, Harrison felt the vic¬ 
tory was far more comfortable than the two-goal 
scoreline may suggest. 

“I never thought at one point that we were in 
danger,” he said. “We controlled the game from 
start to finish, had a lot of possession and they 
didn’t have a shot on goal all game. 

“It was a good all round team performance, we 
worked hard and considering we have had three 
games in seven days, the tempo we played at was 
very pleasing.” 

Gap arrived at Park Hall on the back of a grim 
run of away form against the Saints, having lost 
their last six visits while having won just once in 
20 attempts. 

And, despite just a couple of goals separating 
the sides, they never looked likely to improve 
that record against a dominant TNS. 

As expected, Harrison’s men started the game 
strongly, pressing their visitors from the start 
and were rewarded when they bagged the opener 
on nine minutes. 

Excellent work from winger Adrian Cieslewicz 
played in Quigley who burst into the area at 
pace, beating the Nomads defensive line to slot 
the ball past keeper Jon Danby with a low shot 
from a tight angle. 

Chris Seargeant tested Danby with another 
terrific effort from distance before half time as 
the hosts enjoyed plenty of possession without 
creating a great number of clear cut chances. 

Gap did their best to step up a gear in the 
second half as they looked to catch the league 
leaders on the break but, apart from a couple of 
free kicks, never looked likely to shake off the 
shackles.
